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EEYISW  OP  PUBLIC  iSSISTANCS 

OLD  AGS  ASSISTANCE.      In  November,    10,894  recipients  received  1^488,396  for 
Old  As^  Assistance  at  an  average  payment  of  $44.83.      Caseload  and  expendi- 
tures were  somevrtiat  above  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  month. 
The  average  payment,  however,  declined  two  cents  as  a  result  of  the  ad- 
justment of  individual  grants  following  the  general  increase  of  $5.00  per 
case  effected  in  October. 

Since  November  1947  (a  year  ago),   the  Old  jige  Assistance  caseload 
has  increased  1.1^  vAiile  expenditures  for  this  category  have  increased 
15.8^  and  the  average  payment  14.5^  (see  table  I,  page  4), 

AID  TO  DaP-ENDENT  CHILBRxiH.      Grants   totalling  $132,063  were  issued  for  the 
month  of  November   to   1,886  families   in  behalf  of  4,834  dependent  children. 
All  figures  for   the  month  v/ere  slightly  below  corresponding  figures  for  the 
previous  month  but  vrere  substantially  higher   than  corresponding  figures  for 
a  year  ago. 

During  the  month,    71  cases  were  approved  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren while  93  such  cases  were  closed,   and  again,   for  the  fifth  consecutive 
month,   the  number  of  families  receiving  aid  under  this  category  decreased. 
The  principal  reasons  for  closing  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  cases  were  the 
employment  of  a  parent  or  support  by  remarriage  of  a  parent,   (see  table  III 
(c),  page  7). 

AID  TO  N7'''ivDV  •RT.TTrp.     Expenditures  for  grants  In  this  category  amounted  to 
$21,224  for  458  eligible  persons  at  an  average  payment  of  $46,34.     Figures 
for  this  category  were  somevdiat  above  corresponding  data  for    the  previous 
month.     It  will  be  noted  that  the  average  payment  for  Aid  to  Needy  Blind 
is  consistently  higher  than  the  average  payment  for  Old  Age  Assistance; 
for   the  month  of  November  the  difference  waa  !pl.51.     This  difference  ia 
explained  by  the  fact  that  needy  blind  persons  are  allowed  a  special  allow- 
ance which  is  not  included  in  the  budgets  of  recipients  of  the  other  types 
of  assistance. 

GENEEIAL  RELIZIF.     The  number  of  recipients  of  the  various  types  of  General 
Relief  increased  sharply  betv;een  October  and  November,  principally  because 
of  seasonal  factors.     Expenditures  for  General  Relief  likewise  increased 
with  a  total  of  $99,048.62  reported  as  having  been  spent  from  County  poor 
funds  for  subsistence,  medical  care,  hospitalization  and  burials.     Ihe 
expenditure  for  these  purposes  in  the  previous  month  was  $92,478,03.
